YES AND NO 

Rosenwald explained that “phi- 
lanthropy to needy co-religionists 
is one thing—and eminently 
praiseworthy; loans from one 
government to another are sim- 
ilarly justifiable.” 

“But political ‘mobilization’ of 
American citizens for a foreign 
state—on the basis of Judaism—~ 
is decisively another thing—and 
unjustifiable,” the circular added. 

“We are Jews by religion, 
Americans by nationality,” Rosen- 
wald declared. “Our heritage is 
universal Judaism, not fund-rais- 
ing and finance. Let’s keep the 
two separate and distinct.”

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Kaplan Proposes Rejection of Tradition 


That Accepts Biblical Miracles As True

leader Mordecai Kaplan argued 
this week for the rejection of the 
tradition which accepts as _his- 
toric fact the miracles recorded 
in Biblical narrative. 

The famous scholar made the 
suggestion in a new department 
in the “Reconstructionist,” called 
“Know How To Answer.” 

One of the questions in the 
current issue said that “Recon- 
structionism insists that no tradi- 
tions can survive which are in 
conflict with the best thought of 
conscientious investigation of 
truth” and asked Dr. Kaplan to 
“name a few such traditions,” 

THREE EXAMPLES 

Among the three which Dr, 
Kaplan listed in response was 
the issue of the validity of the 
miracles—“the dividing of the 
waters of the Red Sea, the guid- 
ance of the Israelites by a mov- 
ing pillar of cloud by day and 
fire by night, the feeding of them 
by manna, the food from heaven 
that fell in a double portion on 
the sixth day of the week but did 
not fall at all on the Sabbath, 
the halting of the sun in its path 
for Joshua, and the turning back 
of the shadow on the sun dial as 
a sign to King Hezekiah; and 
even the divine voice which all 
Israel were said to have heard on 
Sinai.” 

The famous scholar said that in 
the present time “when man has 
achieved marvels of control over 
nature by a technology which as- 
sumes the uniformities of natural 
law, belief in miracles that con- 
travene natural law is a psycho-

people.” 
STILL A FEW 

“There are still to be sure a 
dwindling few who repeat the 
argument used by Jehudah Halevi 
in the Middle Ages, that the rev- 
elation at Sinai, which was wit- 
nessed not by a single person but 
by a whole people simultaneously, 
could not have been invented, 
since if the Biblical] account were 
false, it would long ago have 
been challenged.” 

Dr. Kaplan rejected that argu- 
ments as invalid, since if it were 
true, “it would apply as well to

The Conservative scholar ar- 
gued further that in the early 
stages of a people’s culture, be- 
fore the “uniformities of natural 
processes had been sufficiently 
established by science to chal- 
lenge the credibility of miracles,”

to accept “an imaginative narra-

The other two cases listed by 
Dr. Kaplan were the tradition 
that the Pentateuch “was dic- 
tated to God by Moses” and the 
tradition that at some future date, 
the bodies of the dead would be 
resurrected. 

In regard to the first tradition, 
Dr. Kaplan said that the best 
thought of our times teaches 
that much of the first five books 
of Moses “is of post-Mosaic ori- 
gin.” 

“Moreover the traditional idea 
that the text of the Torah is 
literally the word of God, al- 
though universally believed by 
Jews until modern times, cannot 
be believed by intelligent Jews in 
our day.” 

Similarly, he said, the belief in 
bodily resurrection “which has 
been incorporated in the tradi- 
tional Prayer Book, is no longer 
tenable and held by very few 
Jews.” 

“Even those who have retained 
allusions to it in their prayers, 
do not as a rule interpret those 
allusions literally,” he declared.

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Israel’s Christian Total 
Has Doubled Since 1946 


National Jewish Post 
JERUSALEM—lIsrael’s 40,000 Christians now represent 24 per 


cent of Israel’s total non-Jewish population, compared with 12 per 
cent in 1946. 

The figures were disclosed by Israel Ziper of the Christian De- 
partment of the Ministry of Religious Affairs. 

Ziper said that the shift in proportions was due to the fact 
that more Moslems than Christians had fled from Israel during 
the War of Independence. 

He said the relative proportions of the various Christian com- 
munities in Israel had been changed. There were 68,000 members 
of the Greek Orthodox Church and 22,000 Greek Catholics in Israel 
in 1948. Now the two, churches have 15,000 members each. 

He said that the Greek Catholics are well organized under. the 
vigorous leadership of Msgr. Archbishop George Hakim. 

The remaining 10,000 Christians are made up of 5,000 Latins, 
2,300 Maronites, 1,200 Protestants, 1,100 Armenians and 600 Abys- 
sinians and Copts. 

Ziper said that the 2,300 Maronites, who have worked closely 
with the Israel Jewish community on both the local and interna- 
tional scene, want to be considered Arabic-speaking Jews. 

He said Arab Protestants presented a special problem for the 
Jewish State since they had received recognition from neither the 
“6 Ottoman or the ‘British Mandatory regime.

SACHAR DOESN’T EXPECT 
BIG MOBILIZATION CHANGES 


BOSTON—Brandeis University is fully prepared to handle the 
impact of mobilization demands on the nation’s higher educational 
system, according to President A. L. Sachar. 

The head of the nation’s first Jewish-sponsored non-sectarian 
university made the disclosure in an exclusive interview obtained 
by the enterprising. Jewish o 
Times of Boston. 

Dr. Sachar said that Brandeis 
is in a much better position to 
meet the critical period ahead 
for American universities than 
most schools because it is new 
and its program is highly flex- 
ible. 

IT’S EASIER 

He said it was possible to ad- 
just classes, physical facilities 
and plans with a minimum of dis- 
location. 

“Our disadvantages during nor- 
mal times become elements of 
strength during a crisis,” he 
said. 

Brandeis is a small, co-educa- 
tional institution, less likely to 
be hurt by the draft of men, he 
said, and it was probable, de- 
pending on the final outcome of 
the draft law discussions, that 
Brandeis will register many more 
women than men during the 
crisis period. 

“Applications for the coming 
academic year have run far 
ahead of the numbers in pre- 
vious years,” he told the Boston 
weekly. “It can therefore be said 
with a high degree of certainty 
that Brandeis enrollment in the 
foreseeable future will conform 
to normal estimates.” 

NO MAJOR CHANGES 

He said that the school was 
making no plans to provide major 
changes in its curriculum. 

“It was devised to prepare 
young men and women for con- 

structive lives,” he said. ‘Today, 
there is even greater need to 
make sure of a continuous school 
of mature and well-trained lead- 
ers.” 

“It is quite logical, however, 
to expect that a prolonged state

FISH 
Fresh fish have flesh which is firm and elastic, so that it springs 


back when pressed with the finger. The eyes are 
and the gills bright red. There is no strong, 


bright and clear, 
unpleasant odor. 


Fish are divided into two classes: lean or dry-meated, like had- 
dock, cod and halibut; and fat or oily-meated, like mackerel, salmon 
and shad. Lean fish are preferable for broiling. In general, howe 
ever, any kind of fish may be cooked by any method. 

BROLLED FISH 
To broil a whole fish: Cut off fins of fish and, if desired, head and 
tail. Wash, and dry well. Split fish down the back and open it out 
cut flat. Sprinkle with sale and pepper, and (except in the case of 


salmon) with Jemon juice if desired. Place fish on a well 
broiler, preferably a wire broiler, with flesh side towards the source 
of heat. If fish is of the dry-meated kind, brush flesh side well with 
oil or butter. Broil on flesh side until well browned, turn and broil 
on skin side just enough to crisp the skin. Use 
turner to remove fish from broiler, loosening first one side, then the 
other. Smal] fish, like smelts, should not be broiled, but fried. If 
desired to broil, them, broil them whole without splitting down the 
back.

Manufacture of choco- 
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The Council Fights Itself 


WAS inevitable that the hate-peddlers 
would seize upon the declarations of the 
American Council for Judaism to use as a 
weapon against the Jews of the United States. 
But the Gerald L. K. Smiths have in the same 
way used the words of almost every and any 
Jew and every and any Jewish publication, and 
where words could not be found for effective 
quotation, the hatelers have not been lacking 
in imagination to make them up. 

Mr. Smith and his ilk do not like the Jews of 
the Council any better than they like the Zion- 
ists. As it suits their purposes men like Conde 
McGinley will attack the Council, too. What 
the hate-mongers do should never be used as 
a criterion for judgement by the Jewish com- 
munity as to how it should behave. 

The announcement of the campaign of the 
Council against the projected Israel bond drive 
is as dastardly as anything the Council has 
ever done. The United States Government ap- 
proves the bond sale, but these 200 per cent 
Americans see in it all sorts of evil, unspecified 
as usual, 

It has almost come to the point where no 
self-respecting Anglo-Jewish paper can com- 
ment on the Council's activities editorially.

E ARE in fu!l accord with the actions 

and attitudes of Mrs. William Acker- 
man, who is serving as spiritual leader of Tem- 
ple Beth Israel in Meridian, Miss. 

It is inevitable that in this age of freedom 
from outworn shackles on women’s activities, 
that a woman one day would aspire to the pul- 
pit of a congregation in the United States, 

It is fortunate that the circumstances in the 
case of Mrs. Ackerman are so favorable toward 
the gradual acceptance of woman’s place in the 
synagogue, There is no controversy in her 
community, the congregation has accepted with 
open arms her offer to serve, and she is a 
woman who knows her limitations. Nor is she 
a crackpot or a religious fanatic whose actions 
might set back rather than advance the move- 
ment toward complete freedom for Jewish 
women in the synagogue. 

“I have no intention of making a career of 
the rabbinate nor would I consider a position 
similar to the one offered me here with any 
congregation other than Beth Israel,” Mrs. 
Ackerman has declared. (NJP, Jan. 19). “For 
31 years I have shared every experience with 
my sainted husband. I feel my deep sorrow to 
be a sort of consecration and the opportunity 
and privilege of carrying on his work, mourn- 
ing in the true Jewish spirit.” 


Council has lost all sense of balance and is so 
insanely anti-Israel and anti-Jews who are for 
Israel that it would be no surprise to find the 
Council starting a campaign against rain or 
sunshine in Israel in its fight on everything 
that might be helpful to the new state. 

The bond drive needs no defense. If ever a 
step in the Jewish community was developed 
slowly and implemented only after the longest 
and most complete and most free discussion, 
it was the bond sale. It has been accepted by 
the Jewish community of the United States 
without reservation. It has won the support 
not only of the Zionists, but also of the non- 
Zionist American Jewish Committee and of the 
B’nai B’rith—a fact which probably as much as 
anything else has brought the Council to its 
opposition stand. 

If the bond drive is successful it will achieve 
exactly what the Council also wants—a wean- 
ing of the new state, a severance of the um- 
bilical cord. If the bond drive bogs down, it 
may be many years that U.S. Jewry will be 
burdened with raising funds for Israel’s relief. 

In effect, then, the Council is anti-itself. In 
view of the great intellects at its head, that is 
not too surprising either. 


The Pulpit 


Nor need the Orthodox be alarmed. This is 
in full contradiction of every Orthodox tenet 
pertaining to women, but Mrs. Ackerman’s case 
is surely an isolated incident. Orthodoxy in the 
United States, the heads of the Yeshivas not- 
withstanding, today accepts the American cus- 
tom of men and women sitting together. This 
writer visited three Orthodox congregations 
last week, and in all three men and women sit 
together. In one instance this practice has been 
in existence for 60 years. 

It will be a long time before Orthodoxy will 
accept the idea of Mrs. Ackerman’s ascension 
to the pulpit, and it will still be years before 
Orthodoxy will accord women a place before 
the Torah. But Orthodoxy will recognize these 
changes as the American Jew accepts them in 
answer to his need to bring Judaism into ac- 
cord with modern ethical principles which be- 
cause of the lag in the development of Ortho- 
doxy in the past several hundred years, it had 
to oppose. 

The experience of Mrs. Ackerman should be 
helpful then. 

As time goes by, the congregation may want 
an ordained rabbi to minister to it, but the fact 
of a woman occupying the pulpit is a healthy 
innovation marking a new step forward in 
American Judaism, 


Who Are The Parochial Minded? 


HE .warning of Julian Freeman, president 
he the Council of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds, that those interested in Jewish 
education must understand that they have a 
responsibility for the community at large, too, 
was directed at the wrong target. 

If as Mr. Freeman states (NJP, Jan. 19) sup- 
porters of Jewish education have had little in- 
terest “in the many other essential communal 
services and responsibilities,” the error is not 
with the backers of Jewish education. The 
error is with the community at large, which 
has forced Jewish education-minded people to 
concentrate only on that phase of Jewish com- 
munity activity. 

By now Jewish communities are grudgingly 
admitting that Jewish education is the number 
one job of the community. Suporters of Jewish 
education knew all along that Jewish education 
was the most important task of any Jewish 
group but because the community at large 
failed to realize it, they had no choice but to 
concentrate their energies on Jewish education. 

The same psychological situation was true 


of the early Zionists who also were accused of 
parochialism and a narrow interest in Zionism. 


In the general community, education is ac- 
corded the most intensive attention for obvious 
reasons. It has been only in the Jewish com- 
munity, assimilationist-minded as it has been 
for many years, that Jewish education was 
minimized and relegated to an inferior role in 
community life, thereby forcing its supporters 
to become “completely parochial” in their com- 
munal attitudes, as Mr. Freeman reminds us. 


The whole thesis of the parochialism of back- 
ers of Jewish education is “farcaert.”, Who is 
the most interested in the total Jewish com- 
munity if not he who works for and con- 
tributes to Jewish education?

Israel leaders have not been noted for their skill in public 
relations. In the past couple of years they have made tremendous 
progress in the international field of diplomacy. But in handling 
their own populace and in handling the Jews of America, they 
are still very clumsy. They address their people as if they were 
American Puritans of the colonial era, or more likely, as if they 
were ancient Hebrew prophets—but holding portfolios in the Cab- 


inet. Personally, I don’t think 


the two functions go very well 


together. Amos would not be a good prophet if he held a_ port- 
folio in the King’s Cabinet. Either you’re a Minister or you’re 


a prophet. You can’t be both. 


THIS PROPHETIC tone might have been all very well in a 
community of picked: pioneer idealists. But the character of the 


Israel population is rapidly changing. 


It has changed already. 


Israel is fast becoming an ordinary modern democracy where the 
Jeader has to please the people and curry their favor. The leader- 
ship has not quite caught up with the new spirit. They are terribly 
put out over the success and growing influence of the popular style 


dailies and weeklies. They are 
being scolded, 

And yet things are changing. 
The new Ministers, Jaeob Geri 
and Pinhas Lubianiker, are alto- 
gether free from that holier- 
than-thou tone. Lubianiker is 
more than that. He has an un- 
canny sense of public relations 
—so good that he would score a 
high mark in the United States. 
He is the nearest thing in Israel 
to say a William O’Dwyer or a 
John Cashmore. He ha sa twinkle 
in his eye, an astute understand- 
ing of people and a smooth, win- 
ning manner. He knows how to 
handle the officials, the press and 
the public.

I WAS IN THE group that 
accompanied Lubianiker on his 
two-day trip shortly after he 
took office. On the evening of the 
first day, Dec. 7, we were in Hai- 
fa. The officials of the Food 
Ministry and of the Agricultural 
Ministry (which are now united 
under Lubianiker) tendered a re- 
ception to the minister and his 
party. There were about 150 
people present, officials of the 
whole northern district.

Lubianiker said, the fault lies 
perhaps more with the public 
than with the leadership.

THE MERE appointment to an 
office does not invest its incum- 
bent with any extraordinary wis- 
dom or powers.

The initiative of the pub- 
lic should be encouraged and 
their suggestions listened to. 

“The trick is not so much to 
assume responsibility,” he said. 
“You throw a man into the wa- 
ter, either he swims or you will 
have to pull him out. You place 
responsibilities upon a man’s 
shoulders. Either he will show 
the ability to discharge them or 
he won’t. If he does not, there is 
still no danger of anybody 
drowning.” 

Then he turned to one man sit- 
ting opposite him and said: “Let 
me speak frankly.

Israel Wage Freeze Endangered 
As Metal Workers Go On Strike 


TEL AVIV—An outburst of strikes for higher pay in the metal 
tmdustries this week posed the possibility of the long-awaited show- 
down between management and labor in Israel. 

The significance of the strikes was seen in the fact that the 
all-powerful Histradut, the general confederation of labor, is sup- 


porting the more-pay walkouts. 

That support imperiled’ the 
Wage freeze for all agriculture 
and industry, which was reluct- 
antly imposed last year by Is- 
rael’s labor-dominated govern- 
ment. What success the freeze 
has had was due in large par 
to the fact that it was supported 
by the Histadrut. 

GOVERNMENT DIVIDED 

The Israel government, divid- 
ed internally on the whole issue 
of wage freezes, has so far taken 
no stand on the strikes, which 
are virtually certain to spread 
to other industries if the govern- 
ment does not fight the metal 
walkouts. 

Crux of the issue is the fact 
that the dominant Mapai, the 
centrist labor party, draws much 
of its strength from the Hista- 
drut. 

Officials of the metal compan- 
fes insist that in rejecting wage 
boosts for their workers other 
than for increased productivity, 
they are only following the gov- 
ernment’s policy, laid down when 
the general wage freeze was put 
into effect. 

PROFITS LARGE ENOUGH 

The unions involved insist 
that the profit margin is wide 
enough to permit wage boosts 
without price increases, despite 
the fact that both wage levels 
and living costs in Israel are 
among the highest in the indus- 
trialized nations. 

Critics of the unions charge 
that they are ignoring the im- 
pact of the constant flow of im- 
migrants, whose needs for food 
and shelter are an immediate 
spur to inflation. They contend 
that unless there is a great in- 
crease in labor efficiency and 
productivity, without higher pay, 
rocketing inflation is inevitable, 
as long as the open-ddoor immi- 
gration policy is maintained. 

Higher production standards 
agreed to by the Histadrut and 
manufacturers groups have fail- 
ed because of mutual suspicions. 
The Histadrut has insisted that 
higher production norms without 
the safeguard of joint produc- 
tion councils would mean a 
speed-up. Management fears that
